The alderman held that “the 
money sp ent by the state on the 
one crossing could v ery well have 
been sp ent in conjunction with 
funds from the railroad to elimin­ 
ate all the aforementioned cross­ 
ings either by elevating or de­ 
p ressing the tracks, or by con­ 
structing viaducts similar to those 
at Albany avenue near St. James 
street and at Elmendorf street.” 
Called To o Co stly 
Efforts were made during the 
administration of former May or 
Conrad J. Heiselman to have all 
the grade crossings along the 
West Shore railroad eliminated 
by 
dep ressing 
the 
tracks,

through other means, but the 
state then considered the cost of 
such a p roject p rohibitive. 
This was long before final ap ­

agency .” 
The commission’s recommenda­ 
tion for legislation enabling the 
governor to ap p oint a stronger 
agency to regulate all p hases of 
harness racing in the state was 
contained in a letter p resented to 
Dewey late y esterday . 
Will Hav e Co mment 
Dew’ey was not av ailable for 
comment after the letter was 
made p ublic, but his p ress secre­ 
tary , Harry O’Donnell, quoted the

A new op inion had been tossed 
by Secretary of Defense Wilson 
into the welter of official state­ 
ments about Russian atomic cap ­ 
abilities, some of them seemingly 
contradictory . Wilson told a news 
conference y esterday he didn’t be­ 
lieve the Reds could be ready to 
wage sustained nuclear weap on 
war within three y ears. 
The Defense Dep artment head 
even was wary about whether 
Russia has p roduced an actual 
ready -to-use hy drogen bomb, cau-

New York, Oct. 7 i/P)—Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey , confronted with 
Democratic demands for action, 
p ledges he will handle “efficiently 
and honestly ” the p roblems of 
harness racing and notables v isit­ 
ing imp risoned ex tortionist Josep h 
Fay . 
Dewey took up the two cases 
currently rocking the New York 
p olitical world in a television 
broadcast (WNBT-TV) last night 
in sup p ort of Harold Riegelman, 
Rep ublican candidate for may or 
of New York city . 
The governor sp oke as Demo­ 
cratic State Chairman Richard H. 
Balch in a sp eech at Sy racuse, 
called on Dewey to set up a 
sp ecial grand jury , if necessary , 
to p robe Fay ’s p ower. Balch also 
said a p resent investigation of 
harness racing should be taken 
out of the hands of the State Har­ 
ness Racing Commission. 
In still another develop ment, the 
unsalaried Harness Racing Com­ 
mission urged Dewey to create a 
new. p aid commission with ex ­ 
p anded p owers and staff to keep 
racketeering out of New York’s 
seven harness racing tracks. The 
commission made its recommen­ 
dation in a letter to the governor. 
Dewey ’s sp eech last night car­ 
ried no mention by name of Re­ 
p ublican acting Lt. Gov. Arthur 
H. Wicks, one of more than 80 
p ersons who visited Fay at Sing 
Sing p rison. 
On the list were other p ublic of­

Washington, Oct. 7 <A*)—The 
army announced last night the 
susp ension for security reasons of 
an undisclosed number of p ersons 
at its signal corp s laboratory at 
Ft. Monmouth, N. J. 
It declined to give details. The 
Chicago Tribune Press Service 
said that among five p ersons sus­ 
p ended were two “top scientists 
engaged in the develop ment of 
America’s radar defenses against 
enemy attack.” 
The Tribune did not disclose the 
source of information for its cop y ­ 
righted story , but said the army ’s 
inv estigation stemmed from an in­ 
quiry by the Senate Inv estigations 
Subcommittee headed by Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy (R.-Wis.).

FBI agents based o n the results 
o f arrests in St. Lo uis.”

J. Edgar Ho o v er said Carl Aus­ 
tin Hall, 3 7 , o ne o f the alleged 
abducto rs no w in custo dy , has 
admitted he sho t the bo y . 
The body of the child was lo­ 
cated in a shallow grav e in St.

$34,571 for Housing Site 
Of the other $39,186.55 to be 
raised, $34,571.84 is for the Colo­ 
nial Gardens project and $4,614.71 
for the sewer project on Broad­ 
way between East Chestnut street 
and Delaware avenue. 
The BPW in submitting the 
snow removal claim of $21,802.61 
explained that $11,214.65 was for 
salaries and wages, $7,244.97 for

FEDERAL SALES TAX IS OUT 
President Eisenhower felt it necessary 
recently to allay the fears of his fellow 
Republicans that they might have to carry 
the millstone of a national sales tax with 
them when they go to the polls for re- 
election next year. 
There will be no retail sales tax, he says, 
although he did not close the door on the 
prospect of a general manufacturers’ tax— 
a levy which almost surely is passed on to 
consumers in the form of higher prices. It 
has one great political advantage; it is hid­ 
den from the ultimate buyer’s view. 
In all likelihood, even if the administration 
had chosen to sponsor a general sales tax, it 
would never have made the grade in Con­ 
gress. To the average politician, it is the 
reddest red flag that can be waved at the 
voters. In an election year, he sees it as 
sheer disaster. 
Whatever happens now in the matter of 
excise levies or manufacturers’ taxes, we 
ought to appreciate that a good many mis­ 
conceptions surround the salcs-tax idea.

Nations which need “hard” currency are laced 
with a different set oi circumstances from nations 
which have plenty of “hard" currency or essential 
natural resources. 
Yet, tariffs are rarely based* upon a scientific 
analy sis of economic problems or upon a desire to 
restore a free market which alone would stimu­ 
late world trade in the interest of all people* 
Iariffs are part ol the internal politics of each 
country , the ¡government submitting generally to 
special inteiest 
g ro ups which use their strength in 
their own commodities. 
It is unwise to 
assu m e that 
the fo rm, special 
interests, in 
this connection 
necessarily has an evil connotation. When, let us

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PUBLIC INFORMATION 
What you don’t know won’t hurt you, is 
an oft-heard expression, which isn’t neces­ 
sarily true. If we are not properly informed, 
it can be destructive. We bring you this 
thought during the observance of Newspaper 
Week, October 1 to 8. 
There are many people, both in and out 
of public life, who have adopted the adage 
as a rule in providing information to the 
press. Either knowingly, or perhaps in mis­ 
directed good faith, they have set them­ 
selves as censors of public information giving 
the people only those facts which they feel 
are of value. 
The big issue involved in such a policy is 
that the public’s right to know is made sub­ 
servient to some person’s idea of what it 
should know. 
In such cases, the public’s 
right must be asserted vigorously. 
If we allow ourselves to become apathetic 
when public information is withheld and say 
“what difference does it make?” we are for­ 
feiting a right guaranteed by the Constitu­ 
tion. It does make a difference—the differ­ 
ence between an informed and therefore 
alert citizenry and one that cannot make in­ 
telligent decisions because all of the facts 
are not available. 
The newspapers of the country have an 
obligation to provide their readers with all 
pertinent information available about any 
given issue of public interest. This is part of 
the service w'hich the public seeks from the 
press. 


FEDERAL SALES TAX IS OUT 
President Eisenhower felt it necessary 
recently to allay the fears of his fellow 
Republicans that they might have to carry 
the millstone of a national sales tax with 
them when they go to the polls for re- 
election next year. 
There will be no retail sales tax, he says, 
although he did not close the door on the 
prospect of a general manufacturers’ tax— 
a levy which almost surely is passed on to 
consumers in the form of higher prices. It 
has one great political advantage; it is hid­ 
den from the ultimate buyer’s view.

WHOSE TARIFF IS HIGH? 
We Americans ha\e a way of believing the 
worO. that is said about us. particularly if it is 
said by a distinguished European. If a propaganda 
is fctarted by any country to the effect that we arc 
mean and selfish, we not only assume that they 
must know what they are talking about but we 
Organize societies to pioclaim our own iniamy. And 
there are always plenty of great men on hand to ¡ 
become chairmen and presidents ot anything that 
gives them the4 aura of a neon sign. 
1 
Thus, when Sir Winston Chuichil complains of 
our tariffs and our customs rules, many Americans 
assume* that both must be* very bad, indeed. Now, 
there are somr very sound thinkers who believe 
that all tariff*, like other obstacles to a free mar­ 
ket, are ipso facto wrong and with them it is not 
necessary at this moment to quarrel because while 
the world would be in a better state it there were 
no trade barriers, the fact is that most countries 
have set up such devices. 
What I am discussing in this article is the 
ratio of customs duties to total value ot imports, 
ranging from the low of 1.6 per cent for Japan to 
46.3 per cent for Chile. Into this wide spectrum, 
the United States shows up as 5.1 per cent as 
compared with 25.6 per cent for Great Britain. 
As the collection oh tariff duties is very com­ 
plicated, often being deceptive and difficult to get 
at with accuracy, these figures for the United 
States and other countries were arrived at by 
taking the total amounts collected as customs 
duties for a year and relating them to the total 
value of imports. The figures in the preceding 
paragraph were for the fiscal year 1951, about 
which data is available for all countries. In 1952, 
the customs receipts for the United States were 
$575.000.600; the total value of imports amounted 
to $40,745,000,000; the ratio was 5.3 per cent. 
The United States, trom the standpoint of this 
calculation, is the eighth lowest among 43 coun­ 
tries. It is interesting to note that the lowest 
countries are generally among the prosperous na­ 
tions: 
Japan, 
Denmark, 
Belgium-Luxembourg, 
Argentina, Sweden, Norway, Netherlands. United 
States, Union of South Africa, Germany, Honduras, 
Canada and Brazil.. 
The particular'study which I am consulting lor 
this article was made by Dr. John Leo Coulter, 
who .was cnief economist and statistician of the 
United States Tariff Commission, and then for 
four years (1930-34) was a member of the Com­ 
mission. He is a consultant for the American 
Tariff League and other organizations. 
It is interesting to note that in a comparison 
between 1937 and 1951, the ratio for the United 
States in 1937 is 15.8 per cent, while in 1951 it is 
5.1 per cent, a decrease of 68 per cent. It has been 
American policy from the Roosevelt Administra­ 
tion to the present day to lower the tariff. Secre­ 
tary of State Cordell Hull, being a confirmed 
free-trader, labored for reciprocal tariff laws and 
tariffs. The figures show that he succeeded to a 
remarkable degree in reducing the American rates, 
if the picture is viewed as a whole.

E A R L Y IU S IN (i A F T E R O P E R A T IO N 
Now that physicians, surgeons and hospital* 
are agreed that early rising alter operation is best 
for patient and everybody else, there comes the 
question as to whether early rising alter operation 
and allowing the patient to go home to his tamily 
Is really best for him. The early rising is still con­ 
sidered the best treatment, hut for the patient to 
go home after the very short stay in hospitales 
now receiving consideration from all concerned. 
In ”Annal« of Western Medicine and Surgery,” 
Dr. Norman Shore (College of Medical Evangelists) 
states that, “Early rising after surgical and ob­ 
stetric procedures should be disassociated from 
early return home.” The advantages, if any, of early 
rising have no connection with early return home. 
During an illness, the patient becomes a normal 
neurotic (used to expecting and receiving the extra 
attention given a sick individual). He regresses to 
a childhood pattern of dependency in which the 
doctor and nurses take on the role of parent fig­ 
ures. This dependency, like that of an infant or 
child, is not limited to organic needs, that is, the 
actual needs of his illness, but include psychologic 
(emotional) needs as well. When the acute illness 
is, over, the patient faces the adjustment to the 
world, the counterpart of adolescence (ages 12 to 
16) in ordinary or normal development. He must, 
therefore, give up his parent figures (now doctors 
and nurses) on whom he is dependent, and be able 
to cope with the world on his own. 
“When a patient is allowed out of bed and is 
sent home from the hospital early, perhaps before 
he has had an opportunity to adjust himself and 
to give up his dependency, symptoms due to his 
emotions may devlop. He may turn from an or­ 
dinary or normal neurotic to a pathologic or or­ 
ganic neurotic.” “His convalescence (adolescence) 
may be too abrupt.” If he is exceedingly dependent 
and in need of support (smottonallyY, he may be 
loath to give up the attention showered on him. 
Prolonged bed rest and hospital stay may well ex­ 
aggerate or deepen his emotional illness. 
We will get the idea behind Dr. Shure's state­ 
ments if we remember how a youngster, or even 
an adult, showered with kindness because of an 
illness, continues to look for this kindness even 
after his illness is long past, when he should be 
learning to face his responsibilities. 
In these cases of early rising after an illness, 
the family doctor, knowing the patient best, is there- j 
i fore best able to state when his going-home day 
; has arrived for his own and his family’s sake.

“You may not approv e the bid­ 
ding of the following hand, and 
I shou ldn’t wonder, for I still 
don’t

managed to find his final bid of 
jdx diamonds. Howev er, ju dging 
"from the resu lts, there mu st be 
some logic in his bidding. 
“The king of clu bs wfas opened. 
As >ou can see, there wrasn’t any 
problem in the play. It was easy 
to ru ff two hearts in the du mmy 
and then giv e u p the ace of 
tru mps. 
“The bidding was certainly not 
according to the hook, bu t it was 
not withou t merit. What do you 
think -was Sou th ju st lu cky, or 
logical?” 
Both. And perhaps ju st a wee 
bit more lu cky than logical. Bu t 
there is no “hook” way to hid 
a freakish hand, and I admire 
a man who bids this sort of hand 
to the hilt. 
On 
the 
bidding, 
Sou th 
had 
some reason to believ e that North 
wrou ld tu rn u p w'ith three dia­ 
monds and a singleton heart. (If 
North held tw» o hearts, he wou ld 
probably pass the bid of fou r 
hearts.) 
Ru t 
North might hav e three 
small diamonds, with the king 
of clu bs instead of the king of 
diamonds. 
And then the oppo­ 
nents wou ld hav e both the ace 
and king of tru mps—so Mr. Hu m 
wou ld hav e a rather rou gh time 
at six diamonds! 
Moreov er, ev en W'ith the actu al 
du mmy Sou th might hav e trou ble 
if the hearts broke 4-2. In short, 
the slam depended on getting one 
of the more u sefu l du mmies that 
North might hav e for his bid­ 
ding-plu s a fairly good break in 
hearts. 
Nev ertheless I take my hat off 
to a man who blithely bids 
a slam 
with three aces 
and two king s 
o ut ag ainst him.
